Parents Know the Drug Threat 
The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 
effort to communicate with as many parents as pussible. 
This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par- 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 
drug abuse. 


i TODAY’S SUBJECT: The Drug Scene in Our Country 


This is No. 1 in my new series of ‘letters’ to parents. Since 
I cannot possibly talk to every parent individually I find this is 
a speedy and efficient way to communicate. This series, as 
the title implies, will be to give all parents in our community 
some of the latest information on drug abuse. 


A noted college professor in the east said recently, ‘‘the 
present generation of young people in our schools and colleges 
are the best informed, the most intelligent, and the most ideal- 
istic of any we have ever had in this country.” He adds, “‘to- 
day's young people are more moral than their elders, 90% of, 
them.” Only a small minority of young people are using and 
abusing drugs, but a minority still means a great number of 
young people, some quite young, and the number is evidently 
increasing rapidly. 


This is a drug-obsessed society. In 1965 about 167,000,000 
prescriptions were written by doctors for psychotropic drugs, 
the kind that change or affect mood or behavior. Adults were 
the main consumers, and so we must assume that adults them- 
selves are high on the list of drug abusers. 


If this is true, and national statistics seem to indicate it, 
the parents must look to themselves when trying to understand 
how the drug problem got its start in the first place. However, 
the’ purpose of this series is not to place blame, but rather to 
become familiar with terminology, learn more about the drug 
problem itself, and discuss how best to cope with it as parents. 


It takes no giant intellect to realize that a parent cannot 
scare a child into doing ‘‘the right thing’ with statements that 
are not factual. During these trying times most children, from 
their associations on the street, know more about drug use and 
terms than their parents. Therefore, what we discuss here 
about drugs will be an effort to meet and surpass the knowl- 
edge of our children, so that we may better impress them on 
the pitfalls of drug use. 


Everyone knows, if he reads at all, the use and abuse of 
drugs that affect the mind is spreading across the country. Hun- 
dreds of thousands, maybe millions of young Americans are 
tasting, testing and experimenting or going further with mari- 
juana, LSD, with ‘“‘uppies’’ and ‘‘downies” . . . pep pills and 
sedatives, with ‘‘Speed,’’ and a few with heroin. So then, in 
the series ahead, we will examine such things as Oral Amphet- 
amines, Injected Methamphetamine, Barbituratess, Heroin, 
Marijuana and LSD — what they look like, the names they are 
called by the teens, where they are obtained, how they are used, 
dangers of use, affects of use, reactions, etc. 


For a majority of youngsters, an encounter with mind-af- 
fecting drug seems only a flirtation with the user feeling sure 
he can take it or leave it. Some authorities say that such ex- 
perimentation can amount to drug roulette; some young people 
happen to be particularly susceptible to some drugs and can 
become dependent and hurt badly by what they intended as an 
innocent adventure. 


American society tolerates alcohol and nicotine, both of 
which are technically drugs, and millions of people abuse both 
of them. Many drugs are taken legitimately by prescription, 
but there is also a black market among some potent drugs. 
Every year billions of sedative and pep pills are diverted to 
illegal use and misuse. This is enough pills per person per year 
to keep everyone in the United States awake and jumping for 
a week, and enough barbiturates to keep them in a stupor for 
a week, according to the Federal Food and Drug Administration.

THAT THE “ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE GITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA’ 
ADOPTED IN DECEMBER, 1956, ASSUBSEQUENTLY AMENDED, FROM TIME 
pike) TIME, IS HEREBY AMENDED TO READ AS FOLLOWS:

The boundaires of the above districts are hereby established as shown on 
the zoning map of the city, Unless otherwise shown on said zoning map or 
otherwise stated tn this ordinance, the boundaries of districts are lot lines, 
the center lines of streets or alleys or such lines extended, railroad right-of- 
way lines, or the corporate limit lines as they existed at the time of enactmen 
of this ordinance, Questions concerning the exact locationof district boundar:

The term “soil pH’’ is 
listed on the report of each 
soil sample tested by the 
Auburn University soil 
testing lab, 

The ‘“‘pH’’ is the scale 
or yardstick used by all 
soil scientists as a com- 
mon measurement to de- 
note the degree of acidity 
or alkalinity present in the 
various soils, 

The neutral point on the 
pH scale is ‘pH 7.’’ Soils 
with a pH reading of less 
than 7 are called acid soils, 
and those with a pH reading 
greater than 7 are known 
as alkaline soils. 

“In Coffee County, it is 
best to strive toward a soil 
pH reading of 6.0 t06.5’’ 
says County Extension 
Chairman Tom Casaday, 
[The major crops of our 
county will produce great- 
er returns per acre at this 
reading than at readings 
below or above this, How- 
ever, in the case of pota-

It shall be unlawful to commence the excavation for or the construction 
of any building or other structure, including accessory structures, or to store 
building materials or erect temporary field offices, or to commence the mov- 
ing, alteration, or repair (except repairs, not changing the character of the 
structure and not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500,00)1n cost, or painting 
or wallpapering) of any structure, including accessory structures, until the 
bullding inspector of the city haa {issued for auch work a building permit includ- 
ing a statement thatthe plans, specifications and intended use of such structure 
in all respects conform with the provisions ofthis ordinance, Application for

SECTION 43, APPROVAL. OF PLANS, ISSUANCE OF BUILDING PERMIT 
It shall be unlawful for the building inspector of the city to approve any 
lans or issue a building permit for any excavation or construction until he 
has inspected such plane in deta! and found them in conformity with this ordl- 
nance, To this end, the building inspector of the city shall require that every 
application for a building permit for excavation, construction, use of land, 
moving or alteration be accompanied by a planor plat drawn to scale and show~ 
ing the following in sufficient detail toenablethe building inspector of the city 
to ascertain whether the proposed excavation, construction, use of land, moy- 
ing or alteration {a in conformance with this ordinance, 

(a) The actual shape, proportion and dimensions of the lot to be built upon, 

(b) The shape, size and location ofall bulldings or other structures to be 
erected, altered or moved and of any buildings or other structures already on 
the lot, 

(c) The existing and intended use of all such buildings or other struc~ 
tures, 

(d) The setback and side lines of bulldings on adjoining lots and such: 
other information concerning the lot or adjoining lots as may be essential for, 
determining whether the provisions of this ordinance are being observed, 

If the proposed excavation, construction, moving or alteration as set 
forth in the application, are in conformity with the provisions of this ordi~ 
nance, the building inspector of the city shall issue a building permit accord- 
ingly, If an application for a building permit is not approved, the building in- 
apector of the city shall state in writing on the application the cause for such 
disapproval, Issuance of a building permit shall, in no case, be construed as 
waiving any provision of this ordinance, 


SECTION 44, CERTIFICATE OF OCCUPANCY REQUIRED; PROCEDURE 

No land or building or other structure or part thereof hereafter erected, 
moved or altered in its use shall be used until the building inspector of the 
city shall have issued a certificate of occupancy stating that such land or struc- 
ture or part thereof is found tobe in conformity with the provisions of this or- 
dinance, 

Within three (3) days after the owner orhis agent has notified the butiding 
inspector of the city that a building or premises or part thereof 1s ready for 
occupancy or use, it shall be the duty of the building inspector of the city to 
make a final inspection thereof, and to issue a certificate of occupancy if the

“So far, about 68 per- 
cent of Coffee County far- 
mers enrolled in the pro- 
grams have certified, and 
these farmers can expect 
their set-aside prelimin- 
ary payments on or very 
shortly after the first of 
July,’” the chairman said, 
“However, our ASC com- 
mittee is concerned about 
the larger number of far- 
mers who have not yet cer- 
tified, and who may not 
realize the final certifi- 
cation date is so close,’’ 
The ASCS office needs to 
certify at least 35 farms 
each working day to pre- 
vent a last minute rush, 
The ASCS office can give 
better assistance when 


producers come in promp- 
tly. 

It appears from thenum- 
ber of farmers who have 
not yet certified that there 
may be a line of farmers 
waiting to certify during 
the last few days before 
the deadline, the chairman 
commented, He advised 
that any farmer who has 
his operations ‘‘all set’’ 
and is sure his set-aside 


acreage meets require- 
ments should come in as 
soon as possible to certi- 
fy.

It is guaranteed to add

There has been an at-

ently. 

However, even the Was- 
hington Post, a supporter 
of all socialistic schemes, 
reluctantly concluded re- 
cently, “‘Tempting as it is 
for those who wish to see 
H, R, 1 passed (as we ao) 
to suggest that it will. ..

Under the bill, a family

Can we expect future in- 
creases in the base 
amount? As surely as we 
can expect cold weather in 
January!

Poison Ivy 


Despite improvements in 
prevention ind treatment, 
there no good alternative 
to giving poison ivy, poison 
oak and poison sumac as wide 
a berth as possible. 

This is the prime season of 
the year for cases of blistered 
ind swollen ski rom contact 
With the irritating plants, Un- 
fortunately, you n't even 
have to touch them directly, 
You can get it from touching 
1 dog that has brushed against 
the plants or even from walk- 
ing through the smoke of a 
burning pile of brush that con- 
tains them, 

Susceptibility varies from 
person to person and from 
time to time. Apparently no 
one has permanent immunity 
and there is no way to confer 
it. Some persons are able to 
touch the plant safely at will-- 
and then do the same thing six 
months later and come down 
with a violent, disabling re- 
action, 

Desensitization “shots” are 
. available but they do not make 
the individual immune, At best, 
they decrease sensitivity to 
the plant but seldom if everto 
the point where the person can 
contact it in safety. 

If you have been exposed to 
one of the “contact” poison 
plants, wash copiously with a 
mild soap and hot water and 
thoroughly wash clothing that 
may have touched them, Then, 
if the contact was other than 
with the face, the area of the 
skin could be wiped with rub- 
bing alcohol, 

If blistering and swelling 
begins to occur despite your 
precautions, calamine lotion 
can help allay the itching, If 
the blisters and swelling be- 
come severe or involve the 
face or other sensitive areas, 
it is best to see your physi- 
Cian who may prescribe cer- 
tain drugs that are available 
only with a prescription, One 
danger is that the irritated 
skin is especially susceptible 
to infection, 

There are dozens of patent 
medicine and home remedies 
for poison ivy and similar 
conditions but none of them are 
very effective, About the best 
that can be hoped for is a re- 

duction in the itching so that 
Scratching does not spread the 
blisters and cause infections,

Parents Know the Drug Threat 
The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we” 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 


effort to communicate with as many parents as possible. 


This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 


drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: Marijuana—The “Innocent'' Drug 


Marijuana is probably the best known drug to most parents, 
because for years we have been hearing about it. Marijuana 
has long been in use in what we now term minority groups, 
but now it has spread across the land like cancer. Its manu- 
facture and distribution is, of course, prohibited by law except 
for approved research purposes. 

Marijuana is the dried flowering or fruiting top of the plant 
Cannabis Sativa, L., commonly called Indian Hemp. Usually 
it looks like fine, green tobacco. It is smoked in pipes or cigar- 
ette form. Hashish, also a preparation from Cannabis, is taken 
orally in many forms, and infrequently it is made into candy, 
sniffed in powder form, mixed with honey for drinking or with 
butter td spread on bread. The primary effect is a feeling of 
great perceptiveness and pleasure and an exaggerated sense 
of ability, resulting from even small doses. Erratic behavior, 
loss of memory, distortion of time and spatial perceptions, and 
hilarity without apparent cause occur, There is a marked un- 
predictability of effect. 

Of course, these reactions are usual in the user of alcohol, 
too, but with the drug user there is no alcoholic breath odor. 
Breath odor though is most always unpleasant. 

Because of the visions and exhilaration which result from 
the use of Marijuana, abusers may lose all restraint and act in 
a manner dangerous to themselves and others, User is usually 
accident prone because of his time and space sense upheaval, 
Dependence leads to anti-social behavior and could be the fore- 
runner to use of other, far more deadly drugs. 3

By the millions, and rightfully so, parents are more and 
more voneverned or even panicked about drug use, Most disturb- 
Ing is that drugs, especially Marijuana, are becoming popular 
even among junior high and high school students. One 37-year- 
old father said in a recent interview, “My seven-year-old daugh- 
ter can spell Marijuana. I never heard of it until I was in col- 
lege.” 

On and near by high school and college yrounds, raids and 
arrests for possessiva of Marijuana and other drugs are increas- 
ing across the country. Simple possession of Marijuana is a 
felony -- rightly or wrougly that can be punished by jail 
terms of 2 to 10 years or more, Drug use is, without doubt, 
becoming a way of life for some young people -- and, for an 
untold but large, if not larger number of adults also.
